RCEPP - The Final Hearings 
May 17 to Oct. 27/77 


From May 17 to October 27, the Commission is holding 
its final stage of public hearings. Much information 
related to electric power planning for Ontario has been 
accumulated by the Commission to date, through submissions 
made at the Preliminary Meetings and Information Hearings, 
research projects undertaken by the Commission and outside 
consultants, as well as through communications with experts 
in many countries. The final hearings are the crucial 
stage in the Commission's inquiry; many different positions 
will be challenged. The "Why" questions will predominate - 
justification of positions and opinions will be presented. 


The Final Hearings will continue in a format intended 
to encourage maximum public participation. Interested ‘5 
persons will be given full opportunity to attend the 
hearings, to give evidence, and to call and examine or 
to cross-examine witnesses as provided in the Public 
Inquiries Act. The hearings will normally be held three 
days a week (Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday) from 2:00 p.m. 
to 5:00 p.m. and from 7:30 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. 


In a precedent-setting move for a royal commission, 
groups and individuals wishing to actively participate in 
the hearings may apply for funding to cover research and 
travel expenses. 


The main issues relating to the subjects outlined 
in the first three sections of the Commission's terms of 
reference have been published in a series of nine Issue 
Papers. These papers constitute the main organizational 
structure for the hearings. In addition to this, there 
will be an opportunity to present "overview" submissions 
during September and October for those wishing to do so. 


For each of the issue areas (e.g. Demand, Conventional 
and Alternate Generation Technology, etc.), there will be 
a panel discussion amongst four or five individuals 
prominent in the field, followed by questions to the 
panellists from the Commission and the attending public. 
The panel discussion will be held in the afternoon, followed 
by questioning in ‘the evening. In several topic areas, 
there will be two,panel discussions.

concern is focused on Section #28 of the Animal Control by-law. a 
@iving individuals the authority to capture cats on their property, 

"in a humane manner", Council could be courting dangerous situations 
in many ways. I will enumerate some situations as examples. 


Firstly, the individual would have to be relied upon to seize 
the animal in a humane way. humane means different things to different 
people. some might feel that a humane trap would be ideal. wy this 
method a cat may very well be caught, but what is it's fate if the 
person who has set the trap becomes absent for a number of days or 
weeks without having wade arrangements to have the trap checked? 
Dehydration, starvation, anxiety and finally death will ensue. An- 
other method of capture one way employ is the barbaric leg-hold trap. 
it surely catches the animal and indeed holds it. while being held, 
(usually ty a paw) great pain, hunger, thirst, and acute anxiety are 
suf fered. these are only two methods of capture. There are many more 
that appear to be humane but in fact are not. In all likelihood most 
of the people catching cuts would not have experience handling thom 
and may not realize if they were being unduly rough. 


secondly, there are "cranks" even here in mississauga, I'm sure. 
when authority is delegated to the extent whereby a person is able to 
take the law or by-law in this case, into his or her own hands, one 
should be able to rely one hundred percent on tie inteyrity of that 
person. Can this be done in all cases? I think not. while the major- 
ity of people are trustworthy, tere are always a few who are not. 
would they ever entice a cat to their property purposely for seizins? 
Would they really deliver it to the local sumane Society or Pound or 
would they perhaps sell it to a laboratory? There are dozens of other 
things thet they could do with the animal but to discuss them at this 
point would be too lenghhy. 


o 
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Thirdly, if a person is given the power to capture a cat and while 
so doing, is bitten, scetched, ncerhaps even losing the sight of an eye, 
who is libel?---fhe persondoing the capturing, the owner of the cat, if 
in f act there is one, or the City of liississauga? 


I would like to see Section #28 of the Animal Control by-law 
deleted f or the above reasons. An Animal Control Officer is best qual- — 
ified in the area of seizing aninals. 


it would be very much appreciated if this letter could be read at 
the lay 24th meeting of Council.

RE: PET CONTROL BY-LAW AND AMENDMENT: 28 


In the brief which I presented to the Council during the meeting of 
May 9, 1977, I believe it was assumed that we were involved in a 
neighbourhood dispute. After careful thought, I feel that some 


clarification is in order, and some assurance to you, the Council 
Members, that my associates and I are fully aware of how relatively 
insignificant our local situation is to the overall issue. Section 
28 of the Pet Control By-Law is of concern for all the citizens of 
Mississauga; however, through circumstances known to the Council, 
our neighbourhood seems to have become the focal point of debate. 
We, the cat owners of the area, and non-cat owners, of the area 
feel strongly that Section 28 of the By-Law should be deleted for 
the following reasons: ; 


1. Section 28 is so loosely worded as to give virtual carte 
blanche to anyone wanting to be rid of neighbourhood 
pets. Pet owners would be obliged to accept the word 
of the person who delivered a pet to the authorities 
that it had been humanely treated, even as to whether 
the pet had actually been trespassing. 


2. The key word in Section 28 is "humanely"; an extremely 
detailed definition of this word would be necessary in 
Order to prevent abuse of animals. There is no mention 
in Section 28 as to whether an animal must arrive at the 
Shelter dead or alive, only that -#t be captured “humanely”. 


3. A person who is prejudiced against pets in general, or 
against one species in particular, could rid himself of 
the animals he dislikes even if the animal were merely 
using his property as a means of getting from point A to

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point B...animals do not recognize human boundaries 
after all. Or if the person is more unscrupulous, -he 
could pick up animals anywhere in his vicinity, and 
without a human witness who could contradict him if he 
Says the animal was trespassing?...Certainly not the 
pet! 


4. Specifically in the case of cats, their nocturnal and 
prowling habits, plus the fact that they are not licensed, 
severely restricts the chance of their being recovered 
by the owners. A cat out at night can be enticed into 
capture unseen; 4 roaming cat vastly increases the 
possibility of capture, whether it is just passing through 
or actually being a nuisance. Cats having no 
identification cannot be traced back to their owners. 


I fully realize that the Pet Control By-Law should be designed 
to satisfy the majority of citizens. I believe, however, that 
full satisfaction for everyone is impossible, yet there are 
options available which could very likely provide a satisfactory 
compromise. 


The first option, with which I agree wholeheartedly, is mandatory 
licensing of all pets who are not kept exclusively inside the 
home. Registration with the Pet Control Authorities would protect 
not only pets, but also their owners, and would be an advantage *: 
for anyone having a complaint about an animal. 


1. -Any pet left in an Animal Shelter could be traced to 


its owner. 


2. Any person having a complaint against a pet could, upon 
obtaining the identification number, appeal first to 
the animal*s owner rather than immediately take the 
more drastic step of removing the animal to a Shelter. 





so). 


3. Licenses would be an effective deterrent to negligence ~~. 
Or cruelty among pet owners. A licensed pet showing 
signs of neglect or mistreatment could be confiscated 
from its owner, or the owner could be either fined, 
or charged for whatever treatment the animal required. 
An unlicensed pet would automatically be a candidate 
for adoption, or in cases of severe neglect, for a 
merciful death. 


4. Charging a fee for the licensing of pets would aid in 
separating the conscientious pet owners from the 
negligent. Indifferent or neglectful owners would be 
Much less inclined to pay fees. Unlicensed pets would 
automatically be classified as strays. | 


5. Control of stray pets would be aided by the 
implementation of licenses. our objections to Section ) ‘a 
28 do not extend to stray cats; indeed we feel that 
such unfortunate animals belong in Animal Shelters. 
A person with a complaint against an animal would also 
be able to determine whether an owner could be 
contacted. 


6. For cats, specifically, their preference for small 
Spaces, bushes and trees could make the usual collar 
and tag licenses hazardous for the cats. I suggest 
that serious consideration be given to ear tagging, 
Such as is done with wildlife. This method of 
identification is reported to be painless and would be 
as effective as a collar and tag. 


The second option which would be effective in pet control is the 
neutering of all domestic pets which are not kept for show 

or breeding purposes. Such "special" pets should be categorized Lama 
Separately, a higher licensing fee charged for them, to | 
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on discourage indiscriminate breeding and perhaps colour-code 
the licensees to distinguish the aifferent categories. 
Third, I believe that an intensive programme on Pet Control 
Education and pet care would be of great benefit. Not only 
pet owners, but all citizens would benefit from such a | 
programme, as would the animals. Sterilization of pets is not 
the cruel practise many people believe it to be. On the | 
contrary, it is a kindness, since neutered animals tend to | 
be more passive, and to stay closer to home. Care of pets 
is too often neglected -- just as humans should visit the 
doctor regularly, so also should pets be taken to the Veterinarian. 
Shots for the prevention of disease, de-worming treatments | 
and consultations as to diet and general care should be 
emphasized. Non pet owners should realize that animal lovers 
have a right to own pets. Human beings have 4 certain 
o~d responsibility for domesticated animals. It was human beings 

who originally tamed them, Human overpopulation is 4 far 

greater problem than pet over-population, yet the idea of 

removing human "nuisances" would be viewed with horror, and as 

a violation of human rights. 


LICENSING, STERILIZATION, PET CONTROL EDUCATION...these are the 

humane options available to us for controlling pets, Amendment 

28 is no solution =< it would simply provoke conflicts, and 

would overtax Pet Control facilities. ;

In addition to the recommendations made by the Flanning Lepartment, 
the Appleway Terrace Homeowners’ Association wishes to voice the follow- 
ing items of major concern: 


1. Security 


Security in this development is non-existent, and will continue 
to remain so until such time es all access doors to the building are 
able to be locked. Of particular concern is the underground parking 
garage. \ihile keys have been issued for the operation of the garage 
doors, they cannot be used because the concrete post supporting the 
lock is inaccessible to anyone driving a car (by virtue of a poorly 
planned driveway) and even if it were accessible, the front wheels of | 
a vehicle would already te descending the ramp before the key could 
be used, because of poorly planned location of the lock. 


2. Fire Safety 


To mention a few items - some fire alarms do not ring, som? are 
hanging by wires from walls, at least one fire exit is wired closed 
because the door was never made to fit the frame, and the fire alarm 

ial control panel is incompletely wired and ineffectually labelled. 
Fire Departnent access routes are not signed and because there is no 
visitors’ parking provided for the main building (1395 Williamsport) 
vehicles are constantly parked in the driveway.

3. Parking ~ 


The underground parking garage is not yet completed, neither 
are the parking areas numbered. Residents have not been allocated 
parking areas. No visitors’ parking areas have been signed. We 
feel there may be a possibility that cne area planned as visitors’ 
parxing is immediately adjacent to an unfenced children's playground. 
Cracks in the roof of the undergrounc garage are leaking what appears 


to be a type of lime deposit and this has already caused damage to 
vehicles. 


4. Deficiencies 





A list of these applying to individual units as well as common 
elements, is in the process of being prepared by our Committee. As 
you may imagine, this is a lengthy and involved task. As soon as it 
is complete, a copy of the list will be made available to you and 


also to Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, who have requested 
a copy. 


5. EHUDAC 


Hudac could find no record of either Tenwin Construction Limited 
or 338819 Ontario Limited registered with them. They were able to §® 
advise us that the Kuhl benkruptcy (of which this building forms a 
part) is under investigation by Ifudac. 


Residents of this complex are still vacating their premises. We 
understand one owner was assigned temoorary occupancy of a suite until 
such time as his own suite (in an, as yet, unfinished wing of the buildinz) 
was complete. During several months of occupancy little, if any, work wus 
completed on his permanent unit - and like many others before him, he left. 


We trust the foregoing will support the need for additional reconm- 
mendations prior to General Committee's approval of this Condominium being 
ready for registration. 

Our Homeowners’ Association is committed to ensuring this Condoninium 
is registered as soon as possible. It is equally committed to the protec- 
tion of its members. We earnestly seek your support.

These sections have teen included because they deal with the keeping 
of farm animals and standards of cleaniness on agricultural lands. 


Concern has been expressed about the inclusion of these sections 
because they cover agricultural lands in existence before the 
residential lands. 


Accordingly, Council should decide whether or not to include or 
delete Sections 22 and 23 of the By-law. Council should also 
decide whether the reference to the capturing of animals has been

Councillor McCallion expressed concern that a great deal of time 
was spent discussing expenditures, but the same consideration was 
not given to anticipating and calculating revenue. Mrs. McCallion 
requested that Mr. Markson review this matter. 


Mrs. N. Myron, Policy Planning, presented an economic overview 
of the national, provincial and local situations. Mayor Searle 
thanked Mrs. Myron for her presentation. 


Councillor McCallion noted the considerable expense for telephone 
costs and asked the City Manager when the report from the 
Consultants would be available regarding the survey being 
undertaken regarding the telephone system. Mr. Markson advised 
that as soon as this report has been completed by the Consultants, 
he would present it to General Committee. 


The Departmental Budgets were considered in the following order: 
be CITY COUNCIL 


There was considerable discussion regarding Item 08 - Building 
Rental, Repair & Insurance, which is to cover the costs of 
operating ward offices. Mr. Markson pointed out that staff have 
been directed by General Committee to review the ward office 
policy and this report will be available shortly. The following 
recommendation was voted on and carried: 


“That Council Budget, Item 08 - Building Rental, Repair 
and Insurance be deferred pending receipt of the staff 
report regarding ward office policy." 


Mayor Searle asked that Item 09 - Vehicle & Equipment Rental 

and Insurance be deleted from City Council budget in that he did 

not require the provision of an automobile at this time. It was 

pointed out that there is provision under Item 14 - Mayor's 
Special Account to hire a limousine and chauffeur when required. 

The following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


“That Item 09 - Vehicle & Equipment Rental and Insurance 
in the amount of $3,600.00 be deleted from the 1977 
City Council Current Budget." 


The City Council 1977 Current Budget was approved subject to the 
review of the ward office policy and the deletion of the above 
item. 





A motion for adjournment was made at 12:20 p.m. and the meeting 
reconvened at 1:45 p.m. 


Councillor F. Hooper did not attend the afternoon meeting of 
the Current Budget and Councillor H. Kennedy arrived at 2:10 p.m. 


2. LIBRARY BOARD 


Mrs. K. Keenan, Chairman of the Library Board, Mr. L. Boaretti, 
Mr. N. Ryan, Chief Librarian and several other members of the 
Library Board were in attendance for this presentation. 


Mr. Markson pointed out that the Library Board submission 
considerably exceeds the guidelines set for 1977 and he recommended 
that the Board be requested to review its budget and to reduce 
their requirements to the level recommended. 


There was considerable discussion regarding the budget for the 
Library Board with respect to additional staff, book purchases, 
a of books not on shelves, budget control, Sunday openings 
and audio visual requirements. 


The Library Board budget was referred back to the City Manager 
. and staff for further review in order to bring it in line with 
the guidelines and to establish their priorities. | 


A motion for adjournment was made at 3:20 p.m. in order for the 
City Manager and Library Board staff to meet to review this budget.

The following members of the Engineering, Works & Building 

Department were in attendance for the discussion of this Section 

of the Budget: W.P. Taylor, Commissioner, A. McDonald, D. Debenham, 
ined B. Austin and L. Harvey. 
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Mr. Taylor gave an overview of the Department's 1977 budget noting 
the three sections of the Department and an explanation of the 
functions of each of these sections. Mr. Taylor commenced review 
of each division within this budget as follows: 


Construction Projects and Subdivisions 


In reviewing this portion of the budget, Councillor Spence 

inquired regarding the fees charged to developers for the 
inspection of subdivisions. There was considerable discussion 
regarding this matter and Mr. Markson pointed out that the 
Engineering Department, Planning Department and Recreation and 
Parks Department were assessing the subject of fees for subdivision 
ani ba and inspection and would prepare a report for General 

C ttee. 


Mr. Taylor explained that Item 03 - Office and Field Supplies 
should be reduced from $70,440.00 to $45,440.00 which represents 
a reduction of $25,000.00. This reduction is due to the fact 
that the professional services anticipated for 1976 were not 
required. This cost is included in Item 06 - Professional 
Services for 1977. The following recommendation was voted on 
and carried: 


"That Item 03 - Office and Field Supplies of the 
Construction and Subdivisions Section be reduced from | 
$70,440.00 to $45,440.00 for a reduction of $25,000.00." | 


Crossing Guards 


In order to insure sufficient crossing guards for the year, | 
the following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


"That the Crossing Guard Section of the Engineering 
1977 Current Budget be amended to increase additional 
Crossing Guards by two for a total of seven which will 
increase Item 01 - Salaries and Wages by $2,000.00 for 
a total of $249,273.00 and Item 02 - Fringe Benefits 
by $200.00 for a total of $12,069.00." 


Streetlighting 


The following recommendation regarding streetlighting maintenance 
was voted on and carried: 


“That Item 02 - Maintenance of the Streetlighting Section 
of the Engineering 1977 Current Budget be reduced from 


$335,500.00 to $300,000.00 for a reduction of $35,500,Nn," 
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Roadside Program 


There was considerable discussion regarding the matter of litter 
pickup in the commercial areas of the City. being provided by 
the Engineering Department. Mr. Taylor was requested to look 
into other means of providing this service such as the Canada 
Works Programme or other Federal and Provincial grants. As 

a result of this discussion, the following recommendation was 
voted on and lost: 


“That the Roadside Budget of the En ineering 1977 
Current Budget be increased by $66,000.00 gross 
($33,000.00 net cost to the City) to implement the 
pickup of litter programme in the City's commercial 
areas." 


A motion for adjournment was made at 12:00 noon and the meeting 
reconvened at 1:45 p.m. 


Councillor F. Leavers joined the meeting at 2:10 p.m. and 
Councillor M.H. Spence left the meeting at 3:10 p.m. 


Other Maintenance Items 


During discussion of the Street Cleaning costs in this 
section of the budget, it was o /. that Mr. Taylor look 
into the matter of applying penalties to developers under 
subdivision agreements or to the builder under building 
permits in order to cover the costs of cleaning up the mud 
tracking caused by these developments on City streets. Mr. 
Taylor said that he would look into this matter and report 
to General Committee. 


Traffic 


After discussion regarding the matter of new arterial street 
name signs, the following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


“That Item 03 - Signs - Manufacture & Supply of the 
Traffic Program be reduced from $49,500 to $46,500 
for a reduction of $3,000.00." 


Mr. Taylor pointed out that with regard to Item 01 - Pavement 
Marking & Illuminated Traffic Control Devices, that when this 
contract was tendered it came in under the estimated cost and 
accordingly, an amount of $30,000.00 is included in this item 
for the purchase of new parking meters. 


Refuse Collection 


Considerable discussion took place regarding the implementation 
of twice weekly garbage pickup for the months of June, July and 
August. Mr. W. Taylor pointed out this could not begin this 

year because the contractor required 90 days’ notice to institute 
the program. Councillor Butt made the following recommendation: 
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“That the City not institute twice weekly garbage pickup 
for single family homes during the months of June, July 
and August." 


Councillor Taylor introduced the following amendment to this 
recommendation: 


"That the City institute twice weekly eo pickup 

as soon as possible in July and August of 1977 and that 
the contract be amended to include twice weekly garbage 
pickup for the months of June, July and August for the 
remainder of the contract." 


The amendment by Councillor Taylor was voted on and lost. 


The recommendation by Councillor Butt did not amend the budget 
and, therefore, it was not necessary to vote on the recommendation. 


Refuse Collection 


With reference to Item 08 - Recycling Depots the following 
recommendation was voted on and carried: 


“That the amount of $68,000.00 set aside in Item 08 - 
Recycling depots in the Refuse Collection Section of 

the Engineering 1977 Current Budget be reduced to 
$17,000.00 for the provision of two recycling depots 
rather than four, commencing July 1, 1977 at the present 
locations with the intention of relocating these two 
depots to the new Works Yard locations in Malton and 
Clarkson in January 1, 1978." 


A motion was made to approve the Engineering, Works and Building 
Department Budget as amended by the above. 


A motion for adjournment was made at 4:10 p.m.

Mr. W. King, Commissioner of Administration, Mr. J. Kaakee, 
Director of Public Affairs and Mr. R. Miller, Manager of 
Human Resources were in attendance for the presentation of 
this budget. 


Mr. King outlined the increased activity and programmes related 
to the Public Affairs Department and the Personnel Department. 
Mr. King presented the budget for the Administrative Services 
Program for 1977. No amendments were made to this budget. 


a PUBLIC AFFAIRS 


Mr. ae pointed out that the 1977 Budget for this Department is 
quite different from the previous year due to the expansion of 
this Department to include printing services, building maintenance, 
telephone services as well as coordinating employee relations with 
the Human Resources Manager of the Personnel Department. 


Due to the increased activities in this area, additional funds 
have been requested to continue and implement new programmes, 

but this budget has been cutback to keep within the guidelines 
established for 1977. The programmes involved are: the vandalism 
awareness programme which began in 1976; a new project in 
conjunction with the Boards of Education to encourage public 
awareness of City Hall, its facilities and activities; and 

funds to refurbish a transit vehicle into a mobile information 
centre. 


As a result of discussion regarding the above programmes and 
the need to increase public awareness in the community, the 
following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


"That Item 13 - Promotional Material in the Information 
Services Section of the Public Affairs Department 1977 
Current Budget be amended to provide for a mobile 
information centre in the amount of $5,000.00 which 
increases this amount from $33,500.00 to $38,500.00." 


In order for the Public Affairs Department to continue with the 
vandalism awareness programme as well as institute the new 
programme in the schools, the following recommendation was voted 
on and carried: 


"That an amount of $8,500.00 be included in the Information 
Services Section of the Public Affairs Department 1977 





Current Budget to provide additional information services 
as ee inally requested by the Director of Public Affairs, 
as follows: 


(1) $6,000.00 for a continuing programme of vandalism 
awareness;

Councillor McCallion questioned the reduced recoveries in the 

amount of $10,155 and the budgeted amount of $21,500.00 in 1976. 
Mr. Kaakee advised that the recoveries were actually $20,115.00 
and, therefore, in line with the budgeted figure. As a result, 
the net expenditure for 1976 should be amended to $157,499.00. 


Mr. Kaakee ae an amended figure for advertising in the amount 
of $6,000.00 from $9,500.00 for a total reduction of $3,500.00. 


In conjunction with the mobile information centre, the Public 

> Affairs Department was requested to determine the costs relative | 
to providing information racks in all City libraries, specifically | 
for the purpose of displaying pamphlets, brochures and publications 
regarding the City of Mississauga. The following recommendation 
was voted on and carried: 


"That the Public Affairs Department prepare a report 
before the completion of the 1977 Current Budget with 
estimated costs to provide information racks in all 
libraries within the City." 


Considerable discussion took place regarding the centralization 
of advertising and printing of all City Departments under the 
jurisdiction of the Public Affairs Department. Mr. Markson 
advised that meetings have been held with all Departments 

to discuss the concept of centralizing these services and a 
report would be available as soon as possible. 


Printing Section 


With regard to the Printing Section's budget request in the 

amount of $43,500.00 for equipment purchases, this money is 

required to purchase a printing machine which could handle 

a wider range of paper sizes as well as a mechanical collater 

as all collating at the present time is done manually. Various 
| concerns were raised regarding the necessity of such a machine 
, wd and if these printing requirements could not be contracted out. 








With the present workload and equipment, it is difficult to 
meet the printing requirements of all City departments. Mr. 
Kaakee felt that with an additional printer, as well as 
instituting flexible hours or shifts in the Printing Department 
full use would be made of the equipment and the demands for 
printing from the various departments could be met. Mr. Kaakee 
was requested to prepare a cost analysis indicating the vo lume 
and user Departments. 


There were no amendments to the Printing Section Budget, but 
was approved subject to a cost analysis being prepared regarding 
this printing machine. 


Mr. Kaakee feels the need to establish a Graphics Section within 
his Department in order to provide services such as artwork, 
photography and desi in an attempt to establish a suitable 
corporate image. This Section would provide service to all 

City Departments and the costs would be charged back to the 

user departments. The following recommendation was voted on 

and carried: 


"That the Public Affairs Department 1977 Current 
Budget be increased in the amount of $41,900.00 to 
establish a Graphics Section." 


r LIBRARY BOARD 


Members of the Library Board and several other staff members 
were in attendance for the presentation of this budget.

6. PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT

Mr. King distributed a summary of the Personnel Budget requests 
with a comparison to the City Manager's recommendations. He 
pointed out the additional staff requirements in order to 
implement the wide range of programmes necessary to — + 
the human resources area in the Personnel Department. In 1976 
a report was prepared by Mr. Miller outlining the programmes 
to be implemented, but the City Manager has not recommended 
the authorization for staff in 1977. Mr. King felt that 

these restrictions would hamper the activities of this 
Department for another year. Considerable discussion took 
place regarding the report presented with regard to staff 
requests and new programmes to be implemented. 


The following recommendation was voted on and carried: 
"That the recommendations of the Manager of Human Resources 
outlined in his report dated April 7, 1977, be approved 
with the following amendments:

Parks General Maintenance 


There was considerable discussion regarding the standard of 
maintenance and staff required to maintain the parks throughout 
the City. There are a number of new parks being taken over by 
the City this year and this will require additional staff. Mr. 
Halliday was questioned about the possibility of contracting this 
work out. He felt that at the present time it is still more 
economical to use City forces, but that this was something we 
should be looking into. 


The following recommendation was voted on and lost: 


“That the Parks General Maintenance Program of the 
Recreation and Parks Department 1977 Current Budget 
be increased by $13,500.00 to provide for the hiring 
of 3 part-time students for the summer months."

Prior to any expenditure under this policy, the local

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6. Parking in Downtown Streetsville - Engineering 


Councillor H. McCallion's memorandum dated May 4, 1977, addressed 
to Mayor and Members of Council regarding the parking problems 

in downtown Streetsville was presented for consideration. Mrs. 
McCallion recommended to Council that the following items be 
included in the 1977 Works Budget: 


(a) Provision of 28 parking spaces on the two lots 
urchased in 1974 on Church Street at a cost of 
$20,000.00 for a paved lot; and 


(b) Provision of 26 spaces on Broadway on the land rented 
from the C.P.R. at a cost of $10,000.00 for a gravelled 
parking lot. 


After discussion of Item (b) with respect to improving parking 
on land not owned by the City, on verbal motion, the approval of 
the above recommendations was deferred pending receipt of further 
information and background material in order to deal with this 
matter.

6. Parking in Dowtown Streetsville - Engineering 


This matter had been deferred to this meeting in order to obtain 
further information. Councillor McCallion explained that the 
Streetsville downtown area is used not only by Streetsville, but 
also by quite a number of Meadowvale residents, since it is the 
closest shopping available to the Meadowvale residents. 


Councillor Hooper suggested that it was not in the City's 
interest to improve land which is not owned by the City and 
made a recommendation to delete Item (b) which is to gravel 


the C.P.R. lot in the amount of $10,000.00. This recommendation 
was voted on and lost. 
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Mr. W. Taylor was questioned as to the need for asphalting the 
Church Street lot and he explained that this was being done 

in order to mark the parking spaces to make the best use of the 
space available. 


Councillor Bean made the following recommendation: 


“That an amount of $20,000.00 be included in the 
Engineering Department 1977 Current Budget in order 
to provide for the following: 


(a) Provision of 28 parking spaces on the two lots 
urchased in 1974 on Church Street at a cost of 
$10,000.00 for a gravelled lot; and 


(b) Provision of 26 spaces on Broadway on the land 
rented from the C.P.R. at a cost of $10,000 for 
a gravelled parking lot." 


Counciller Hooper introduced an amendment to the above 
recommendation to install parking meters on the lots. The 
amendment to the recommendation was voted on and lost. 


The recommendation by Councillor Bean was voted on and carried. 


7. Memo from D.A.R. Ogilvie, Commissioner of Finance 

“his memo dated May 5, 1977, outlined the budget amendments 
to date and a list of additional personnel. In addition, Mr. 
Ogilvie presented the following adjustments for consideration: 


(1) City Managers nil 
(2) Council - rental of school rooms 300.00 + 
(3) Increase in General Support Grant 

(recalculation based on revised 


sewer surcharge receipts) 170,000.00 - 
(4) Recreation & Parks - Special Programs 5,250.00 + 
Net reduction in budget $164,450.00 - 





Mr. Ogilvie's memorandum contained the following recommendations: 


(1) That the amendments 1-4 included in this report 
resulting in a net reduction in the budget of 
$164,450.00 be approved. 
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(1) Grants 


Councillor McCallion questioned the procedure with respect to 
grants. At present there is approximately $62,400.00 in the 
budget for this purpose, but this could be over spent because 
we do not know how many requests will be received. Mrs. 
McCallion would like to see the same procedure followed as 

at the Region. All grant requests are received before budget 
discussions and then an amount put into the budget based on 
the requests received. Mrs. McCallion would like to see a 
policy established which could be implemented for next year. 


(2) Fees for Day Camps 


Councillor Hooper brought to the attention of the Committee 
a memorandum from Councillor Spence which pointed out that 
the fees charged for the day camp at Kelso Park is $30.00 per 
week which Camp offers similar activities as that of our 
Recreation and Parks Department. Mr. Halliday pointed out that 
the fees for the day camp and the adventure camp had been 
increased during budget deliberations. In light of the fees 
charged by other agencies for the same type of camp, Mr. Halliday | 
was requested to again review the matter of the fees for the day 
e2 camp and the adventure camp. 


(3) Malton Greenway 


Councillor McKechnie noted that an amount of $2,500.00 had been 
deleted from the budget for landscaping at the Malton Greenway 
and he felt that this was an area which very badly needed 
attention. 


The following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


"That the sum of $2,500.00 be added to the Park 
Development Section of the Recreation and Parks 
Department 1977 Current Budget for the tree and 
shrub planting at Malton Greenway." 


(4) Landscape Improvements - Mississauga Valley 


Councillor Taylor requested that an amount of $500.00 be added 
to the Recreation and Parks Department 1977 Current Budget for 
surface treatment and landscaping to a small area of land between 
C.P.R. tracks and adjacent to single family homes and townhouses 
in Mississauga Valley. After discussion of this item, Councillor 
Taylor was requested to seek assistance from the developer to 

aa ‘bring this land into an acceptable condition and if he did not 
receive any satisfaction, to bring this matter to the attention 
of the Committee. 
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“ (5) Senior Citizens Drop-In Centre - Streetsville 
Councillor McCallion advised the Committee that there was a 
need to renovate the senior citizens drop in centre in 
Streetsville which has been declared unsafe by the Fire 
Department in that the furnace is located in the washroom 
of the building. The Old Town Hall will not be available 
to the senior citizens until mid February of 1978 when 
the Peel es, ge Police relocate to their new headquarters. 

' Approximately $20,000.00 is required for the renovations to 
the present facilities in order to make the building safe 
for the coming winter months. 


Mr. Halliday also pointed out that this building has been 
designated an historical site and if funds were spent to 
refurbish the building, the facilities could be used for 
other community groups once the senior citizens move to the 
Old Town Hall. 


The following recommendation was voted on and lost: 


"That an amount of $20,000.00 be added to the 
Recreation and Parks Department 1977 Current 
Budget in order to relocate the furnace in the 
Old Library Building in Streetsville." 


Councillor McCallion expressed great concern over this matter 

since the seniors will not have a drop-in centre until mid February | 
of 1978 when the Old Town Hall becomes available. Mrs. McCallion | 
requested that some funds should be made available for this work | 
and that she would attempt to raise the additional monies required 

through the service clubs. 


The following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


"That an amount of $5,000.00 be added to the Recreation 
and Parks Department 1977 Current Budget to assist in 
making the Old Library in Streetsville suitable for a 
senior citizens drop-in centre during the winter months." 


(6) Parks Revenue 


Mr. S. Taylor advised the Committee that the additional Parks 
revenues totalled $12,760.00. The increased revenue from the 
various community centres amounts to $5,000.00 and the increased 
iso day camp and the adventure camp amounts to 
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(7) Meadowvale Mural 


Council passed the following resolution at its meeting on 
January 12, 1977: 


"BE IT RESOLVED THAT the City of Mississauga agrees 
to provide up to $8,000.00 for the construction of a 
facility to house the Meadowvale Mural subject to 
budget approval." 


Councillor Taylor introduced the following recommendation which 
was voted on and carried: 


“That an amount of $8,000.00 be included in the 
1977 Current Budget for the construction of a 
facility to house the Meadowvale Mural." 


(8) Snow Removal for Senior Citizens 


The City has for the past few years provided $25.00 to assist 
senior citizens with snow removal from their property. The 
citizens hire a contractor to remove the snow and then submit 

an application and the costs to the City for payment. Councillor 
McCallion questioned the legality of such an arrangement and 
requested that staff report on this matter. 


The following recommendation was voted on and carried: 


"That an amount of $5,000.00 be included in the 1977 
Current Budget to assist senior citizens with snow 
removal subject to a report from the Legal Department 
with respect to the legality of this procedure." 


(9) Fees for Processing of Site Plans 


During budget discussion, staff were requested to prepare a 
report with regard to charging a fee for the processing of 
site plans. Mr. Markson advised that this report was not = 
available, but apprors natty $30,000.00 could be additiona 
revenue if Council adopted a policy to charge a fee for 

the processing of site plans. 


Councillor McCallion expressed concern over charging a fee 

in light of information regarding delays in the processing 

of site plans and other concerns brought to her attention. 
Mrs. McCallion felt that a new procedure should be implemented 
and then we could look at the matter of charging a fee for 
this procedure. The Committee will be able to discuss this 
item when the report is presented in the near future. 
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(2) That a sum of $400,000.00 be included in the 
1977 Current Budget for an increase in the 
reserve for working funds. 


(3) That a policy paceisoe of 5 per cent of prior 
year's gross City expenditure be adopted for 
assist in the determination of the level of 
reserve for working funds in future years. 


Recommendations (2) and (3) above were adopted and recommendation 
(1) was deferred until further discussion. 


8. Waterfront Development Program 


Representatives of the C.V.C.A. appeared before General Committee on 
April 6, 1977 regarding the development of the waterfront. This 
matter was referred to budget discussions at that time. The 

report outlined two budget alternatives: one to complete Phase 1 
(Alternative A) in the amount of $247,900.00; and the other is to 
complete Phase 1 as well as complete the work on the Port Credit 
Park (Alternative B) in the amount of $457,900.00 


This matter comes under the jurisdiction of the Region of Peel | 
as the taxing authority and it is not the City's responsibility 
to budget for this work. Since Mississauga is the benefitting 

municipality, Council should pass a resolution expressing their 
preference for either alternative. This matter was referred to 
the Council meeting on Tuesday, May 24, 1977, for consideration. 


Mr. Markson pointed out that there were a number of other items 
ne had to be dealt with respecting the 1977 Current Budget as 
ollows: 


(1) Funds for the construction of a facility for the 
Meadowvale Mural 


(2) Snow removal for senior citizens 
(3) Fees for processing of site plans
